Our government does not want 
war anywhere.

It 
recognizes, however, that every 
government must necessarily main- 
tain some military establishment 
for national defense and the po- 
licinge of ite own domain. 

We do pot belleve tn great arm- 
aments. Eapecially are we op- 
posed to anything like competitive 
armaments. The United States 
stands ready to join with the other

A situation has recently arisen 
in Mexico which hes caused some 
solicitude.

OUR DOLLAR IN FRANCE 

The erratic career of the dollar 
in France during the past year is 
traced in a report that has just 
been received by the American 
Fection of the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce from Basil Miles. 
who is stationed at Paris as ad- 
ministrative commissioner for the 
United States. 

The report shows that toward 
the end of December, 1923, the 
Gollar quotation began to rise 
from 13.12 francs to its Oret high 
peak, 16.77, at the end of January, 
1923. Thereafter it fluctuated dur- 
ing February and at the end of 
April dropped@ down to the level of 
14.73. It rose again during the 
summer to 18.25 on August 16 and 
fell steadily to 15.92 on September 
25.

Mill Men Are Waiting; 
Two Factors in Favor of 
Dealers 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH! 

BOSTON, Feb. 12.—-Wool deal- 
ers are disappointed over the trade’ 
which developed after the open- 
ing of the heavyweight season by 
manufacturers. They had looked | 
for a good and strong market, and 
it did not materialize. They had 
relied on the statistical strength of 
the wool stock, which ts in their 
favor, but this appears to have 
been outweighed by the low goods 
prices and the temporary tull an | 
buying. Mill men are waiting. | 
They have not been able to dis-. 
pose of their heavy goods, owing | 
te the mild weather. They do not 
want to buy wool at present prices | 
and sel) their goods at the figures 
announced by the American 
Woolen Company; and it has been | 
Suggested that when some “best 
sellers” develop they will be with- 
drawn from the market and re- 
priced in accordance with the woo! 
levels. 

The factors in the dealer# favor 
are the shortage of stock, consid- 
ering the senson, and the high 
prices on all the foreign markets. 
Arrivals of foreign wool féll off 
thie week to an t figure, 
926,000 pounds. 

Noils, waste and all kinds of 
cheap wool stock are selling well. 
Especially ie this true of mohair 
nolis. These cheap grades are go- 
ing into overcoatings. A season 
of low prices has developed all 
around the circle. Merchants are 
cutting thelr overcoat and suit 
prices severely to clear their count- 
ers af what the mild winter failed | 
to absorb; manufacturers 
trying to hold prices down and the 
wool dealers aré reporting activity 
principally in the grades that are 
cheap. 

This has brought about another 
logical result. It has 
speculation, which, in turn 
called off the movement to con- 
tract for the new clips in the West. 
In fact, it has been a most unusual 
week, In upsetting the trend and 
practice of the trade. The woo! 
growers themselves were largely 
responsible for calling off the con- | 
tracting movement, but if they had | 
not taken the initiative the nerotia - 
tions would have been stopped by | 
the buyers from the East.

| erty, which he could not deduct on 
| his tax returns of previous years,

his own personal residence and not 
to income-producing property.

Such ai circumstance 
arises when an individual merely 
lives for a while in property which 
he had purchased with the idea of 
selling at a profit. In these cases 
the difficulties which the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue’s office 
places upon the taxpayer to prove 
his contention, while not inseur- 
mountaVile, are extremely great. 

There is a section of the law 
which deals with the sale of capi- 
tal assets and provides for a spe- 
cial method of taxation of the 
profits realized upon the sale of 
those assets, which must have been 
held for at least two years prior 
to sale. It is interesting to note 
that the department denies to a 
home-owner the right to compute 
the capital gains tax on a sale of 
one’s personal residence, though 
he might sell his next-door prop- 
erty at a profit and pay this lower 
tax, if he had held such property 
the requisite two years. 

If one’s personal residence is 
damaged by fire or storm, the loss 
realized which is not compensated 
for by insurance is deductible.

\forthcoming. There has been a 
flow of new bonds since the first 
of the month, and in January there 
were issued 272,600,000 of munici- 
pals alone. However anxious the 
government may be to cut off tax- 
free securities they are continuing 
to pile up at a rapid rate. The 
last week has brought out large 
issueg from such sources as the Iili- 
nois Central, Solvay & Co., Pure 
Oil, Continental Gas and many 
others. The rates and yields vary, 
but the return is almost invariably 
higher than the rate for commer- 
cial funds. Nevertheless, the bond 
market is considered to be in a 
healthy position. Dealers report a 
heavy demand. The new issues 
have been frequently oversubscribed 
and all are quickly disposed of by 
the underwriting syndicate. In- 
stead of rumors of congestion 
there is complaint of allotments. 
One Chicago dealer had his orig- 
inal subscription for $250,000 of 
the Illinois Central issue cut to 
$160,000. The $2,500,000 of Louis- 
ville Gas and Blectric were over- 
subscribed four times. Ten million 
of the $11,000,000 of Los Angeles 
bonds were sold the first day. 

Sales by syndicates are sales to 

distributing dealers. The bonds 
have yet to find a resting place in 
the hands of investors, but with 
the banks’ difficulty in placing their 
funds the individual investor is not 
asked to buy “beyond his ordinary 
capacity. 
In such circumstances the com- 
mercial banks will make emall de- 
mand upon the reserve banks and 
commercial funds will drift to 
places where the return is best. 
There is increasing expectancy that 
the rediscount rate may be low- 
ered, but that would be merely to 
eny that the condition is what it is. 
The banks will not be tempted to 
borrow of the reserve banks by a 
low rediscount rate. It will take 
a stronger demafd for commercial 
money to run up the rediscounts of 
the reserve banks. The investment 
market is, of course, having an in- 
fluence on the commercial money 
market. Brisk business in the 
spring and stronger demand will 
bring more bonds in the market 
and the old order of a falling mar- 
ket for bonds will come. 

The investment market, on the 
other hand, is holding up the rates 
for commercial funds. Otherwise 
they might drop off considerably. 
The forecast is for a slightly less 
active bond market, and a slowly 
increasing demand for commercial 
funds. Money rates are at or near 
the low point for the first half of 
the year.

FOOD COSTS LOWER 


Retail Prices in Los Angeles Decrease Four Per Cent 
Against General Rise of Two Per Cent 


Retall food prices in Los Ange- 
les decreased 4 per cent in 1928 
from prices prevailing in 1922 and 
13 per cent from 1921, while at 


the same time, food prices 
throughout the United States were 
rising 2 per cent over 1922 and 
10 per cent over 1921. 

These comparisons are deduced 


.} from the table of retail prices on 


eleven staple food articles sold in 
Los Angeles as prepared by the 
public service department of the 
Merchants’ National Bank and the 
index number of retall food for 
the United States as published by 
the Department of Labor. The 
comparisons are necessarily ap- 
proximate conclusions only, but 
clearly indicate the trend. 

in wthe Merchants National 
Bank table of Los Angeles prices 
the articles showing declines last 
year as compared with the pre- 
vious twelve months are flour, 
ham, bacon, eggs, sirloin steak and 
pot roasts. Increases appeared in 
butter, coffee, sugar, mbk and po- 
tatoes. The most substantial price 
reduction was in fifty-pound sacks 
of flour, the decline amounting to 
20 cents.

It was charged 
with significance. It said that the 
director in sixty-eight corporations 
could not give unselfish service to 
the people, that such a man would 
necessarily be a representative in 
office of the corporations. In fact, 
Senator Reed intended to compress 
into that one sentence all the oblo- 
quy that has become conventional 
on the soap box. 

It is all classed as old stuff in 
the business world. Senator Couz- 
en's assaults on Secretary Mellon 
are in the same class. Arguing 
with personal attacks rather than 
with facts and ideas doesn't get far 
in these days. Secretary Mellon's 
remarkable handling of treasury 
affairs has sunk too deep into the 
public mind to be uprooted by any 
accusation that his motives are 
selfish. It has become too plain 
that he thinks in business terms 
and has a grasp of the inter-rela- 
tions of business beyond those of 
his associates to permit the lawyer 
politicians or the accidents in poli- 
tics to turn him out of the very 
enviable position he has earned. In

Suit to Halt Work on 
Structure at Harbor to be 
Heard in Court 


A complaint in equity for an 
injunction to restrain the Bethie- 
hem Shipbulldt Corperation 
from continuing t construction 
of a dry dock at the harbor is 
to be argued before United States 
District Judge Bledsoe Monday, 
foliowing the filing of the sult re- 
United States Die- 
trict Court by the Southwestern 
Wharf Company. 

The complaint asserts that the 
building of the dry dock has iso 
lated the lands and structures of 
the plaintiff and asks that the 
court permanently restrain the de- 
fendant from going forward ‘vith 
its work 

The land in question, which for-: 
merly was submerged, was, accord- 
ing to the bill of complaint, leased 
February 12, 1906, by the city of 
Long Beach to Thomas Hughes, 
noted political character, who re- 
cently died; Louis Blankenhorn 
and D. Be Hatch, and is on the 
east side of the east jetty and 
north of Dead Man's Island. This 
in turn was assigned by ‘he lies- 
sees to the corporation at present 
holding it. The lease was for the 
term of fifty years. The property 
was filled in several years Agu. 

The plaintiff has been engaged 
in warehousing and wharfing. ac- 
cording to the-complaint, the prop- 
erty being located on a slip which 
gives on the harbor through a 
channel. The construction of the 
Gry dock, it is sald, will cut off the 
wharf company from access to the 
open harbor.

A city extending from San Ber- 
nardino and the foothills to the 
sen, with millions of inhabitants, 
was predicted as the future of Los 
Angeles by A. G. Wells, vice-prest- 
dent of the Santa Fe Railway, who 
arrived from Chicago yesterday.

He declared the growth of the

“Our faith tn Southern Califor- 
nia is shown in ovr improvement 
program,” he said.

The equipment will! in- 
clude 6200 freight cars, of which 
2000 wil) be refrigerator cars, 
ninety-four all-stee) passenger 
coaches, and [fifty-seven new loceo- 
motives, of fast passenger and 
freight types.” 

The double-tracking program will 
almost close the gap of one-track 
line between here and Chicago, 
Mr. Wells said, and will require 
the expenditure of $6,600,000.

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AKING GOOD 

President Coolidge has risen with al- 
most dizzying rapidity from semiobscurity 
to a commanding position both in his own 
country and in the world at large. He has 
never given any evidence of being political- 
ly ambitious. He does not magnify trivial 
occurrences in order to force himself upon 
the public attention. But when a crisis has 
arisen he has always shown himself equal 
to the emergency. 
It was the Boston,police strike, tin the 
period when radicalism made its desperate 
effort to capture the country, that first 
brought him to the attention of Americans 
outside his native State. A strong man 
was needed to cope with a serious situa 
tion; and Coolidge proved to be the man. 
He met the issue without hesitation or 
equivocation. Law and order were at 
tacked and he promptly rallied the law- 
abiding citizens of Massachusetts to the de 
fense.

But the proportion is so far in 
excess of those who have preferred to re 
main aliens that the test for all practical 
purposes is about as logical as any that 
can be devised. 

Nor must it be forgotten that we have 
already in the melting pot a lot of ore pro 
ducing nothing but clinkers and this stub- 
born infusion reduces the quality of the 
whole output. Our immigration authorities 
know fairly well from what sources we 
have acquired the greater part of this low- 
grade ore.

The Policeman 

The policeman takes his name from the 
ancient Greeks or rather from their name 
“polis” for city. Originally police referred 
to the whole internal administration of the 
city or state which waa gradually mnar- 
rowed to its restricted connection with that 
sphere of government or municipal activity 
that has to do with the maintenance of pub- 
lic order and the detection of crime. 

The first police force in our modern sense 
of the term was known in France in the 
fourteenth century. At that time a mili- 
tary police was organized which eventually 
developed into the present gendarmerie. 


In England the police administration was 
long in the hands of justices of the peace 
who had under them a small number of 
parish constables. It was not until the 
passage of the famous Peel Act, 1828, that 
a regular and adequate constabulary force 
was established in London. This has been 
described as the first modern police force 
in the world, and in the Peel system, in 
great measure, American cities, notably 
New York City, found inspiration for the 
organization of their modern police sys- 
tems.

Throughout, however, 
her voice showed good flexibility, 
and a sweetness that is rare, and 
that lent especial poignancy to the 
death scene. She is an accom- 
plished and gifted voung singer 
whose future operatically may 
prove very exceptional.

revenues for advertising, the Har- 
bor Board took no part in the

bonds were raised by private sub- 
scription and expended by a cit- 
izens’ committee. This procedure 
was also followed by the Play- 
ground, City Planning and other 
commissions which were interest- 
ed in the success of other bond 
issues. All of these bond issues car- 
ried except the $35,000,000 power 
bond issue which was campaigned 
for by the Board of Public Service 
Commissioners at public expense. 

The expenditures of $12,415.15 
cited by r. Mines and admitted 
by the Power Bureau were but a 
stmnall part of the total spent from 
public funds to win votes for the 
$35,000,000 power bond isssue. But 
Mr. Mines selected from the list 
of expenditures the larger single 
items and those that were typical! 
examples of the different kinds of 
propaganda put out by the Power 
Bureau.

\BETTER HEALTH 
CHIEF CONCERN 


Rockefeller Foundation Aim 
Told by Director 


Present Fight to Stamp Out 
Malarial Malady 


Dr. V. G. Heiser in City on 
Way to Philippines 


Improvement of rural health 
conditions is the chief concern 
today of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion of New York, known as the 
International Heauth Board, ac- 
cording to Dr. Victor G. Helser, 
one of the directors of the organi- 
zation and former chief of the Gov- 
ernment Heauth Service the 
Philippines. 

Dr. Heiser, who is a guest at 
the Biltmore, ayived here yes- 
terday on his way to the Philip- 


there with a view to formulating 
plans for co-operation between the 
government health officials of the 
islands and the foundation. 

“The Rockefeller Foundation is 
engaged along many lines in the 
Promotion of health,” said Dr. 
Heiser, “its services at this time 
being employed by thirty-eight dif- 
ferent governments. At home its 
activities are main’y devoted to 
stamping out disease in the rural 
districts.” 

CONDITIONS IMPROVE 

The doctor stated that health 
conditions, generally. in the cities 
of the United States are better 
than in the country districts. 

“This was brought out clearly 
during the war, when it was found 
that the service men from the 
city were in better condition 
physically than their country 
brothers, strange as this may 
seem,” he said. 

He said malaria is the specific 
malady against which the founda- 
tion is now waging war 

“Malaria is exceedingly preva- 
lent in many parts of the coun- 
try, especially in tl.e South. You 
even have malarial districts here 
in California and two 
your State are at present receiv- 
ing ald from the foundation in 
stamping out this disease.” 


AIDS RURAL DISTRICT 
In its work in the rural dis- 
tricta the chief aim of the foun- 
dation is to help the people help 

themselves, the doctor said. 
“When we receive a request 
from a county health board for 
assistance, we usually send a man 
to look the ground over to decide 
what needs to be done,” he said. 
Each locality presents a differ- 
ent problem and to find a solution 
requires a period of experimenta- 
tion. This work is directed by 
the foundation at its own 
pense. When a practicable plan’

“Malaria, like yellow fever, is 
transmitted only by the mosquito,” 
said Dr. Heiser, “the insect carriers 
of the two diseases being different 
types, however. The fish devour 
the larvae of the mosquito, which 
appear as wriggiers in the pools 
that abound in malaria sections. 
And that's all there is to it.” 

In its work abroad, the Rocke- 
feller Foundation deals only with 
government agencies, which is true 
in this country also, where it oper- 
ates mainly through local health 
boards. 


AID CONDITIONAL 


“Assistance rendered a foreign 
government,” he said, “is always 
conditioned upon ita agreement to 
send some of its medical men to 
the United States to receive special 
training in sanitation so they will 
be able to carry on the health im- 
provement work suggested by the 
foundation's experts. 

“At this time there are more 
than 300 students of American 
sanitation methods receiving train- 
ing under the direction of the 
foundation in this country. They 
represent the thirty-eight govern- 
ments.” 

In discussing preventive meas- 
ures for stamping out disease, the 
doctor mentioned vaccination 
against smallpox. “Prior to Ameri- 
ean rule in the Philippines the 
smallpox deaths aggregated abou 
40.000 annually.” he said. “The 
Americans introduced vaccination 
and in a short time the annua) 
death rate from this disease fell 
to a few hundred.”
